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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The examiner acknowledges the applicant's response received on July 7, 2004 to 
Restriction Requirement mailed from the Office on June 8, 2004 and noted the typographical 
error. A telephone call was made to the applicant's attorney Mr. Andrew S. Naglestad on 
9/9/2004 to explain the typographical errors and to request an oral election to the above cited 
restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. As requested by the 
applicant, a revised Restriction Requirement is being mailed. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-12 and 22-29, drawn to a method and a system directed to billing 
services comprising providing call accounting services by generating call 
parameters, cost and charge information of the call parameters at the client and 
service provider networks, classified in class 705, subclass 40. 

II. Claims 13-21, directed to billing services comprising providing call accounting 
services using client and service provider networks coupled to protocol 
converters, classified in class 705, subclass 40.

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 
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Inventions of Group I and Group II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention of Group II has separate utility 
such as using protocol converters coupled to client and service provider networks and the same 
is not required for invention of Group I. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their recognized divergent subject matter, and the search 
required for one Group is not required for other Groups, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper.
